ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


TOWN OF SEABROOK, N. H. 


For the year ending March 1, 1879. 
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It again devolves upon your School Committee to pre- 
sent his annual report of the condition of the schools un- 
der his supervision. 

The law renders it the duty of Committees to make such 
comments upon all matters of school-administration as 
they may deem proper and conducive to the betterment 
of Educational interests, by familiarzing the people with 
the actual condition and demands of those: interests, and 
thereby stimulating them to a more earnest and hearty 
co-operation. 

Although the town at its last annual meeting voted to 
dispense with the publication of such a report, 1 deem it 
my duty to comply with the requirements of the statues as 
above indicated,and shall do so as briefly as may be consist- 
ent with an adequate presentation of the subject in hand. 
In addition to the advantages above recited, the school re- 
port is a source of gratification to the scholars, as it con- 
fers due credit for meritorious conduct, regular attend- 
ance, etc, which inevitably imparts a healthly desire to ex- 
cel in these and such other directions as may be consid- 
ered in such a report. 
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It is a source of much gratification to your committee 
to be able to announce that a great improvement has been 
manifest in the schools during the past year. Both Teach- 
ers and Parents seem year by year to become more 
and more interested in the advancement of those Educa- 
tional institutions which lie at the foundation of our New- 
England society, and are the only means by which the per- 
-petuity of the ‘Republic can be assured. Although these 
facts are most encouraging, much more may yet be done 
to insure further advancement. 

Attendance. The first and most important step is for 
Parents to interest themselves in the matter of the regular 
attendance of their children upon the school-sessions and 
in the impression upon them of a sense of the high privi- 
leges which are offered them. During the past year sick- 
ness has rendered the regular attendance, which is so much 
to be desired, almost an impossibility, but it is to be hoped 
that the coming year may witness a greater degree of 
health among the scholars. | 


Books. Another most important step is to see that the 
scholars are supplied with proper books. I regret to an- , 
nounce that in some of our schools there are scholors who 
have been without a single book during the year. ; 

Will not the parents see to it that their children are duly 
supplied, and thereby obviate the necessity of having the 
‘authorities supply them at the parents’ expense. 


Miscellaneous Supplies. A third and equally important 
matter for the consideration of all who have the highest 
good of. the schools at heart, is the supplying the several 
school rooms with a sufficent number of black-boards, 
wall-maps, ete. Districts which can well afford these nee- 
essary articles, and cannot afford to be without them, have 
been without for years. This state of things should re- 
ceive immediate attention. | | 

I trust that in the future you will redouble your devo- 
tion to the cause of Education, and do all in your power to 
make our schools rank with the first. 
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SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


A few brief comments upon the condition of the several 
schools seem to be necessary in order that the public may 
be informed as to the respective merits of the teachers to 
whom they have committed the instruction of their chil, 
dren. 

District No. J. The school in this district was commit- 
ted to the charge of Miss Ida L. Weston, a teacher of good 
education and ability, and conscientious in her work. I 
am constrained to say that she failed to advance the school 
as much as have some who have preceded her, althongh in 
some respects she was signally successful. 

Districts No.2 and 6. In districts 2 and 6, and in the 
Primary department of District No. 5, teachers were em- 
ployed who had served the town most acceptably in the 
previous year, and as their reputation as teachers of prom- 
inent ability is already established I do not deem it neces- 
sary to comment upon their administration during the year 
just closed. | 

District No. 3, The school in the third district has been 
under the able management of Miss Vesta A. Beane of 
Portsmouth, a Jady of high endowments, and especially 
qualified for all the detail of her work, in which she has 
evinced the utmost thoroughness. The school has ad- 
vanced under her care to an extent hitherto unprecedent- 
ed, and her earnest efforts have given general satisfaction. 

District No. 4. This district was fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss I. Frances Gove of Salisbury Mass., a 
graduate of the Putnam Free School at Newburyport. 
Miss Gove has had considerable experience in teaching in 
her own town and was therefore well prepared to enter 
upon her labors here. [ have never found her superior 
among the female teachers who have taught our schools 
within the past two years.’ .1t is but just that I should say 
that I have found her school: the most orderly in town. 

District No. 5. The Intermediate Department during 
the first term, was intrusted to Miss Fannje. K. Sanborn of 
In my several visits 1 rhef,school T found 
it quite orderly, and the scholars m : i. ona im- 
provement. a oe pee 
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The Winter term was conducted by Mr. Moses Yeaton 
Jr. of Portsmouth, under whose care the school was so im- 
proved as to become the first in town.
